With respect to diphtheria,” says the insurance company, “it is inter¬ 
esting to note that ten years ago it caused about as many deaths among 
the insured in Canada, as did the three other communicable diseases com¬ 
bined. To-day, deaths from whooping cough, despite a reduction of 40 per 
cent, outnumber those from diphtheria.” 

Deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis have declined 12 per cent, in one 
year and 75 per cent, in ten years; from puerperal conditions, some but not 
all of which may be attributed to a declining birth rate, 25 per cent, in 
the decade and fatal accidents,* 30 per cent, in the ten years. No decline, 
however, is shown in the number of deaths from automobile accidents in 
the ten year period, otherwise the reduction in accidental deaths would 
have been substantially increased.

London.—The men who direct Bri¬ 
tain’s air defence have rushed prep¬ 
arations to meet any German attack 
they believe may develop with im¬ 
proving weather- and longer days of 
spring. 

Discussing British aerial progress, 
an information aviation source said 
the new Defiant fighter could fly 
alongside a formation of enemy 
bombers and "rake them with gun¬ 
fire from nose to tail". 

"There is evidence the Germahs 
aie pressing construction of fast, 
long-range bombers,’! this source 
said. 

“A new medium-sized high-speed 
bomber now being prpdueed in Ger¬ 
many is \ likely to be used in con¬ 
siderable numbers in any full scale 
air attacks the Nazis may attempt.” 

The new German plane is describ¬ 
ed as the JU 88, a twin-motored 
Junkers built primarily for speedy 
performance at high altitudes. It 
carries a crew of three or four and 
three guns—one in the nose fcnd one 


above and one below the fuselage. 

This craft has no gun in the tail, 
which Britons regard as a vital! 
"stinger” in the Wellingtons, which 
have twice the 1,300-mile range of 
the JU 88 but possibly less speed 
than its maximum of 315 m.p.h., 
which British authorities concede is 
“good for a bomber.” 

To combat the new German £om- j 
her the Royal Air Force has its new j 
two-seater fighter, the Defiant, i 
equipped with a power-driven turret! 
overcoming the inability of fixed-gun 
fighters like the "Spitfire” to make J 
a broadside attack. The Defiant is 
a single-motored low-wing all-metal 
monoplane. 

Since the start of the war many 
British bombers have been replaced 
by more powerful types and others 
have been re-equipped with features 
suggested by experience in actual 
combat. 

Further purchases of advanced 
types of United States aircraft, aug¬ 
menting the Allied output, are likely, 
it was authoritatively stated.

WHY HOME INDUSTRY 

SHOULD BE SUPPORTED 

A N important point local governing bodies should remem¬ 
ber is this: Local merchants and business men pay the 
highest taxes, on their business property, on their residence 
property and on their stock, in addition to which are provin¬ 
cial licenses in various forms. Any business which they can 
therefore consistently place with local merchants would be 
only fair, for by turning business elsewhere, they not only set 
a bad example, but make it more difficult for the home town 
merchants to meet their already high tax bills. The impres¬ 
sion that merchants make big profits is not borne out by the 
facts. Many work long hours to break even, and give em¬ 
ployment to local people. In addition many are given the 
privilege of running credit accounts, entailing a percentage of 
loss which is unavoidable because some do npt honor their 
debts and take advantage of local merchants. For heaven’s 
sake, do not penalize the local business houses by giving 
business to firms which contribute nothing towards the cost 
of our streets, our schools, and various community enterprises. 
The businessmen do not often raise their voices in protest, but 
there may be occasions when for their own protection they 
may be compelled to do so. To build a town and make it a 
better and more progressive place in which to work and live, 
it is necessary that local business and industry be encouraged. 
Let us be consistent in matters of this kind. 

If we want a run-down-at-the-heel-town, with shopping 
facilities deteriorating instead of improving, there is a quick 
way to do it—but we do not believe the majority of taxpayers 
would like it. Let us get a broader vision of what our town 
might be, and work with that end in view, for no outsiders 
are going to help build a bigger and better town. 

We must work together. There is scope for greater things 
in Coleman by greater co operation.

Written Entirely By Hand 


W illiam Kirby’s Famous Book Great¬ 
est Penmanship Job 

The original manuscript of one of 
Canada’s greatest literary master¬ 
pieces, “The Golden Dog,” by Wil¬ 
liam Kirby, is scheduled to pass into 
the possession of a Buffalo collector 
at a reported price of close to five 
figures. In the almost undecipher¬ 
able scrawl of Kirby, the manuscript 
represents a herculean job of pen¬ 
manship unlikely ever to be dupli¬ 
cated In the face of modern stream¬ 
lined typewriters. The sheets have 
been preserved carefully by Launce- 
lot C. Servos, golfing writer and in¬ 
structor of Niagara-in-the-Lake, who 
has given up title. A historical ro¬ 
mance, “The Golden Dog” is a story 
of Quebec. To French-Canadians it 
is known by Le Chlen d’Or. It is re¬ 
garded as the notable historical ro¬ 
mance to be produced during the 
picturesque history of Canada. The 
novel could not be printed from Kir¬ 
by’s original manuscript because as 
Percy Ghent of Toronto once de¬ 
scribed it, “the writing is as bad as 
Napoleon’s and worse than Horace 
Greeley’s.” When the manuscript 
finally was found and put into type, 
the publishing house became bank¬ 
rupt. Literary pirates pounced on 
j the great work and it was tom to 
i pieces, revised, disguised and camou- 
1 fiaged in one way or another and 
published several times. In royal¬ 
ties, Kirby, the author, received lit¬ 
tle more than $100 in real money.
